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WHITE STAR LINE. 

The following statement is issued by the 
Australian Minister in London (Mr. 58. M. 
Bruce) :— 

In his speech, on Friday last, the chairman 
of the White Star Line is reported to have 
informed the shareholders that they had been. 
the victims of a very hard bargain with the 
Australian Government. As this statement 
has been given wide publicity, it is desirable 
that the public should know that every con- 
sideration was shown to the White Star Line, 
and it was only as a last resource that the 
Australian Government felt compelled to 
direct that the ships be soid in accordance 
with the rights retained by them under, the 
contract of sale. The facts briefly are as 
follows :— 

1. The fleet of seven vessels sold to the 
White Star Line in 1928 for £1,900,000 cost 
approximately £7,000,000 to build. 

ó. In July, 1931, when the White Star Line 
got into difficulties and was unable to meet — 
the instalments of the purchase price, a mora- 
torium was granted to the company, and no 
action was taken to sell the ships until March, 
1933. This action was decided upon after 
every effort had been made to come to a work- 
ing arrangement satisfactory to beth parties. 
The only offer made by the White Star Line 
was one which would have resulted in pay- 
ment of a sum less than the annual interest 
charge. Thus the debt would not have been 
reduced, and the asset on which it was 
secured would have been progressively 
diminishing in value. 

In the circumstances, the Government, as 
custodians of the rights and interests of the 
Australian people, had no alternative but to 
direct that the ships be sold,

' Wild Irises. 


Wild irises are so plentiful in Ireland 
at this time oí year that certain counties 
look as if they had been changed into 
yellow gardens. Such a eounty is Kerry. 
There, as one journeys from North to 
South, one sees great expanses of these 
flowers lifting their wild and lovely yellow 
heads in the bogs. They generally lie 
together in stretches ; it is seldom one sees 
them dotted about. Curiously enough, in 
County Dublin irises do not grow so ex- 
travagantly. There are a great many 
along the canal near Leixlip, quite a num- 
ber near Ballycorus, some at Enniskerry, 
and there is a little corner of a field just 
outside Lucan where they are always to 
be found. But in the Dublin mountains, 
for instance, irises are quite exotic plants. 
Kingcups, another charming flower, are 
generally to be found in their neighbour- 
hood, as-they are both fond of the water. 
As a rule, wild flowers are unsatisfactory 
after they have been picked. They tene 
to die quickly. ‘They droop on the avay 
home, and, once home, they seldom last 
longer than a cay or two, even if the 
water in which they stand be frequently 
changed. , 

Irises prove an exception to this. Their 
stalks bear many buds, and these come 
i out for days after they have been plucked, 
ho -so that it is possible to have wild irises in 
the house for at least a week. But it is 

essential to add water daily to their 
: supply, as irises are noted for their 
terrible thirst,

A Useful Work. 


Major R. J. McKinney, Director of 
Medical Services in the Free State Army, 
paid a well-deserved tribute to the work of 
the Saint John Ambulance Brigade on 
Saturday, when he acted as Inspecting 
Officer at a parade in Dublin. This 
organisation is doing magnificent work. 
Its members are unpaid. They work with- 
out any thought of self-advancement, and, 
although their labours at times expose them 
to personal risks of the gravest kind, their 
devotion to duty is unflinching. Through- 
out the troubled periods in Ireland the 
Saint John Ambulance Brigade was con- 
stantly at work. In the Rising of 1916, and 
afterwards during the Civil War of 1922-23, 
its members showed a spirit of service and 
self-denial that was beyond all praise ; and 
the same spirit persists in the less 
dangercus, Lut arduous, tasks of every-day 
hfe. At last Saturday's parade, Sir John 
Lumsden pointed out that the male 
members of the organisation in Dublin are 
always on daty. Day and night their 
services are available to the public, and 
they are all well-trained men, who are 
qualified to give first-aid. They are not 
medical experts. Their job is to hand a 
patient: over to a doctor’s care, and they 
are trusted and admired by the medical 
The women members also do 
There are four welfare 
dining-rooms in Dublin at the moment, in 
which meals are provided for expectant 
mothers of the poorer classes. Women 
members also are available for pilgrimages 
of all kinds, in which invalids take part, 
as well as for a variety of public functions ; 
and they are’ noted not only for their 
efficiency, but also for the sympathy and 
tact which they display on all occasions. 
Sir John Lumsden announced that recent 
Flag Deys had produced £750—a fact 
which imdicates that public opinion 
appreciates the Brigade’s work. It is 
encouraging to know that a body which is 
non-sectarian, and has no politics, should 
flourish in the Free State. In this respect 
the Saint John Ambulance Brizade hes set 
a head-line to ‘the country.

NCELLOR TO MAKE A 
MENT TO-MORROW. 
N Saturday night Sir Ronald Lindsay, 


the British Ambassador, called at the 


White House and made an oral com- 
munication to President Roosevelt in

not accept a payment of the war debt 
instalment conditioned on a revision or a 
moratorium until the debt had been 
revised. This would not prevent the 
British Government from making a 
unilateral. declaration on the subject, 
similar to that which accompanied the 
payment of the December instalment. 


The Correspondent adds that it is. 


‘‘authoritatively confirmed’’ that His 
Majesty’s Government sounded President 
Roosevelt as to whether he. would accept 
art payment as a token of goodwill. The 
ite House, in answer, “stated 
officially '” that because no offer had been 


‘received the President could not define his 


position, but the President and Sir Ronald 
Lindsay discussed the form in which pay- 
ment could be made. 

The belief prevails in circles close to 
President Roosevelt that a British Note 
acknowledging the debt and renewing the 
request for revision, and accompanied by 
part payment, would be favourably 
received by public opinion in the United 
States. 


RESTS WITH CONGRESS, . 


The President might acknowledge the 
payment, saying that power to revise the 
debt agreements rests with Congress, but 
expressing appreciation of the honourable 
intentions of his Majesty's Government, 
and reiterating his readiness to hear the 
pleas of the debtor nations.

UNABLE TO HOLD MASS. 


Brown Shirts used their truncheons 
on other Congress members, including 
foreigners, and one, a professor from 
Mayence, who was beaten outside the 
Cathedral, died later of heart failure. 

Catholic priests were not immune from 
attack and insults in the streets, and 
Cardinal Faulhaber, Archbishop of 
Munich, was unable to hold Mass this 
morning for the Congress member; A 
Nazi detachment surrounded the hall in 
which it was to be held, and adopted such 
a threatening attitude that it was deemed 
wiser to give up the idea.

R. DE VALERA created an interest- 
ing precedent when o. his return 
from his Continental tour he wis re-— 
ceived at Dun Laoghaire Harbour on 
Saturday evening with a salu’: of nine- 
teen guns. | 
The royal salute, according to the in- 
ternational protocol, is twenty-one guns. 
In pre-Treaty times it was customary 
for the Lord Lieutenant, on arriving at 
Dun Laoghaire, to be given a salute of 
nineteen guns. In the ordinary course 
the Governor-General of the Irish Free 


State was the natural inheritor of the 


functions, duties and privileges of the Lord 
Lieutenant. On no oceasion, however, so 
far as can be ascertained, did any 
Governor-General of the Free State receive 
a salute of guns on entering the country. 


A PRECEDENT. 

If Mr. de Valera received the salute 
in his capacity as President of the Execu- 
tive Council, he bas established a prece- 
dent. There is no pre.ious instance of a 
President of the Executive Council re- 
ceiving such a salute, with the exception 
of the occasion of Mr. Cosgrave’s visit to 
America in 1928, when he was received at 
New. York with a salvo of nineteen guns. 


| This, however, was an act of-courtesv of 


a friendly country over which he had no 
control. 

Salutes of guns are usually fired when 
Ministers Plenipotentiary representing 
foreign countries present their credentials 
here. : 


A GUARD OF HONOUR.

LIMITATIONS. 


EXTENSION OF LORRY 
FLEETS PROHIBITED.

The following article by an authority 
on road transport deals with the Road 
Transport Act, which has passed 
through all its stages in.the. Dail and 
Seanad. A second article will appear 
to-morrow, 


HE Road Transport Act, 1933, which 
has just passed the Oireachtas, 
creates an entirely new position in 
the Free State in so far as road 
transport is concerned, but it is to 
be feared that its progress through 
the Dail and Seanad, accompanied, as it 
was, by the more contentious ‘measure— 
the Railways Act, 1933—has not received 
the attention of the public which the Act 
merited: and from inquiries which have 
been received it is doubtful if .its full 
significance is appreciated even by those 
who are at present engaged.in the business 
of road transport. 

The folicwing explanation of the provisions 
of the Act will, therefore, be of interest and 
assistance to all concerned. 

The first thing to be pointed out is that the 
Act only deals with read transport by means 
of mechanically propelled vehicles. Public 


of animal-drawn vehicles are not covered by 
the Act and are not concerned with it. Again, 
traders who use their own motor lorries ex- 
clusively for the ¢arriage of their own goods 
are likewise exempt from the ,rovisions of 
the Act. In this latter category is included 
a merchant’s lorry used to deliver goods sold 
by him to a customer. i 


EXEMPTED AREAS. 


The Act provides that on and after the 
' appointed day,” to be fixed by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce, it shall not be 


| lawful for any person to carry merchandise 


on ths roads for hire or. reward unless he as 
the holder of a ‘‘ merchandise licence ” 
authorising him to do so. Thus the onus is 
thrown on the person engaged in the busi- 
ness of a public road carrier, znd who desires 
to continue therein to obtain the neces- 
sary licence. Should, howev:r, the busi- 
ness of a public road carrier be confined 
entirely to one or other of the ‘‘ exempted 
areas '. provided ror in the Act he requires 
no licence, nor do any of the other provisions 
of the Act apply to him. The ‘‘ exempted 
areas '" are within a circle having a radius of 
15 miles from the principal post office in the 
Cities of Dublin and Cork and a radius of 
10 miles from Limerick, Waterford, Ballina, 
Drogheda, Dundalk, Galway, Sligo, Tralee, 
Westport and Wexford. 

If a public carrier desires to operate out- 
side an ‘‘exempted area ” he will require to 
obtain a licence, and should his business be 
normally within an “exempted “area ” and 
occasionally he extends beyond that area, not 
alone will t! e outside portion of his business 
require to be licensed, but his entire business, 
both inside and outside the ‘‘ exempted 
area’ comes unde; the provisions of the Act. 

To prevent the illegal carrying of goods 


«jor hire or reward, two stringent provisions 


are inmcludcd in the Act— 

(1) That where a mechanically pro. 
pelled vehicle is used for the conveyance 
of merchandise not the pruperty of the 
owner of such vehicie, such merchandise 
shall, until the contiary is proved, be 
deemed, fo: the purposes of the Act, to 
be carried for reward; 

(2) Persons are prohibited, under heavy 
penalty, from tendering goods for con- 
veyanc> oL the reads for reward to any- 
one unless to a duly licensed operator. 

All over th: co ntry there has grown up a 
class of semi-public carrier—persons who ac- 
quired lorri.s primarily for the carriage of 
their own goocs, bu; who, in addition, made 
use ot their venicles.for “the convey- 
ance of other people’s goods for which 
they made a charge. This class . of 
carrier is definitely ruled out by 
Act. In future a maa must 
the use of his lorry exclusively to the carriage 
of his own goods, or, alternatively, apply for 
a licence and accept all the responsusbiiities 
attached thereto, and which are explained 
later on. 


PERSONS ENTITLED TO 
LICENCES. 


** Authorised (merchandise * carrying) com- 
panies,” which expression means railway anu 
canal companies, are entitled to receive 
‘licences. 

'“ Existing carriers’’—1.¢., proprietors of 


any merchandise rgad transport business 
which. whether commenced after the ist 
July, 19352, and before the 8th February, 


1933, or which was in existence before the 
lst July, 1932, and which was carried on 
with reasonable continuity, having regard to 
the nature of the business, up to the date 
of the passing of the Act and by means - 
wi 


vebicles licensed in the Free State, 
receive licences on the certificate of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. It is 


important to note that persons claiming to 
be ‘existing carriers’’ must apply to the 
Minister for the. necessary certificate not 
later than one month after the passing of the 
Act. 

In addition, the Minister has power, if he 
thinks fit, to issue licences to steam packet 
companies who may not have qualified 
therefor as ‘‘existing carriers,” and to 
persons, other than railway and canal com- 
panies, in cases where a road service is re- 
quired in the public interest and where 
neither a railway nor a canal company 1s 
willing to operate such service. 

The scope of the licences issued to railway 
and canal companies and to “existing 
carriers,” respectively, differs considerably. 
Railway and canal companies are free to 
increase their. fleets of metor lorries to any 
extent which they . consider “necessary. 
“Existing carriers” are strictly limited to 
the total unladen weight of the lorries and 
tractors (if any), taken separately, which were, 
on a certain date, duly licensed in the Free 
State. and which were in use or available for 
the merchandise road transport business carried 
on by the “existing carrier.” The latter 
bas the option of selectin the certain date 
between the ist July, 1932; and the 3th 
Februarv, 1933, which is most suitable to 
him, and, presemably, he will choose the 
date on which oo EE sorgauign of his 
lorries were licensed in the Free State. 


WAGES AND CONDITIONS. 


This limitation is a serious matter for the 
eublic.. carrier who “is ~ subject thereto 
Reribasing on the most favourable date he 
can sélect he had five 4-ton lorriés licensed, 
he will receive a licence to continue his 
business by means of a fleet of vehicles uf 
the aggregate unladen weight of twenty tons, 
and this limit can never be exceeded: When 
his lorries are worn out he can replace thei 
by five vehicles of exactly the same unladen 


“weight, or he can substitute for them, say,

A like 
stipulation is contained in the Road Trans- 
p w Act, 1952, which deals with the licensing 


control of passenger carrying road 
services, and, judging from the Minister's 
remarks in the Dail, it is probable a similar 
procedure to that sdopted under the 1932 


Act will be followed under the Act of 1933. 
that procedure was to include on the ficences 
issued in respect of a road passenger carrying 
business a condition that “* reasonable ” rates 
of pay and conditions of service must obtain. 
ihe Minister claimed that this condition 
had been successful in attaining the desired 
object. He stated that only in three cases 
had the trade union representing the 
employés contested the reasonableness of the

“We are very glad to have the support 
of the Labour Party, but if we are to have 
misrepresentation instead of co-operation, we 
shall answer the misrepresentation,”’ said Mr.

Replying to statements made by Alderman 
Pattison, \D., on the previous Sunday, that 
the Government had changed its policy since 
the last election, Mr. Derrig said that se 
Government had made at least as good pro- 
vision for unemployment relief in this year’s 
Budget as they did last year. They were 
giving £2,150,000 in loans and £450,000 in 
grants this year for housing. Deputy Pattison | 
had said thet the workers were still living 
in condemned hovels around the countryside. 
If they were, the Government was certainly 
not to blame. 

“We have given better facilities for 
housing 1 think than any Government in | 
Europe,” he said, “and our Housing Act 
has been described by some of. Alderman 
Pattison’s own colleagues—Deputy Norton I 
think—as one of the best housing schemes 
in Europe. When Alderman Pattison says 
housing conditions have not been improved 
I can only call his attention to the schemes 
that are on hands all over the country, to 
the fact that définite provision has been made 
for subsidising the building of houses to let 
at low rents, and that, both in respect of 
rural and urban housing, the Government is 
bearing almost 60 per cent. of the cost of 
erection. To take only one aspect of our 
housing policy there are over 10,000 appli- 
eants in the Loca] Government Department 
for reconstruction grants from residents in 
rural areas, ' 

Continuing, he said that provision had been 
made in the Budget which brings the ex- 
penditure for the present financial year on 
unemployment relief works up to £550,000. 
A sum of £450,000 has also Pet set aside 
for the setting up of a special scheme to 
provide for maintenance of unemployed. 


POLICY SUPPORTED. 


“Whatever support we got from Labour 
was given us on account of our policy, de- 
clared the Minister, ‘‘and we have tried to 
carry out our policy. We never suggested 
that unemployment could be cured in one 
day, or even in five years, but when we had 
20,000 or 30,000 of our population emigrating 
annually that problem was difficult enough to 
deal with Our growing population makes it 
all the more necessary that that question 
should be tackled in a more determined 
manner, and the Government are giving their 
attention to the matter constantly. We have 
* right, however, to expect more than sense- 
less criticism and misrapresentation from those 
who profess to look after labour interests, 
but whose chief function seems to be to look 
after the interests of officials who, when one 
considers. the condition of the country, can- 
not be described ss being too badly off.” 
In a reference to the “Cuts” Bill, Mr. 
Iverrig said that he regretted that it had not 
been possible to reach an agreement with the 
teachers on the question of the pension fund.

TRANSFERENCE OF 
LICENCES. 


This section of the Act, with ali its im- 
plications and obligations, should be care- 
fully considered by applicants for licences. 
The Department of [ndustry ard Coramerce 
wil, no doubt, closely scrutinise all applica- 
tions, but it might be the greatest disservice 
which could be done to any applicant whe 
had overestimated his capabilities to grant 
him the asked for. 

In addition licensees are prohibited from 

any undue or unreasonable prefer 
ence or advantage to or in favour of any 
particular person, trade, industry, district or 
ort. 
Varions sections of the Act deal with the 
procedure for applying for licencés, renewals 
and transfers thereof, also the provisions 
which shall have effect on the death of a 
licensee. These are largely routine and de- 
tail, but it is important to remember that a 
merchandise licence cannot be transferred by 
the licensee or by operation of law to any 
other person. Where the ownership of a 
merchandise road transport business has been 
transferred, whether by act of the parties or 
operation of law, from the licensee under the 
merchandise licence relating to such business 
to another person, then, if the acquiring 
ieee is a railway or canal company, the 
Minister shall transfer the licence to such 
person, If the acquiring person is not a 
railway or canal company, then the Minister 
may, if he so thinks proper, transfer the 
licence.

BRITANNIC BREAKS 
“RECORDS.” 


FASTEST CROSSING TO 
GALWAY. 


From Ocr CORRESPONDENT. 
QUEENSTOWN, Sunday. 


The White Star liner Britannic arrived 
at Queenstown from New York and Bos- 
ton last night, following the fastest 
Atlantic crossing of her career. 

The voyage of 2,519 miles from Boston 
to Galway was accomplished in five days, 
tweive hours and fifty mins.—an average 
of 19.054 knots—a ‘‘ record ” crossing for 
Galway. 

She made the voyage from Galway to 
Queenstown in ten and a half hours—an- 
other “ record ” run. 

The Britannic sailed from Boston with 
1,043 passengers, a number stated to be 
the Jargest carried from the U.S.A. in any 
one steamer this season. She had 536 pas- 
sengers for Ireland, the largest number 
carried to that country by any one 
steamer this year, and landed 279 at Gal- 
way and 257 at Queenstown, the largest 
number of passengers landed at either 
port this season.

EARL HOWE STRUCK IN 
FACE BY STONE.

PARIS, Sunday. 


Earl Howe. driving a Bugatti, met with 
an unfortunate mishap while driving in 
the Grand Prix of the French Automobile 
Club, which was held over the Montlhéry 
road circuit to-day. He had ‘covered 
nearly two-thirds of the distance, when he 
was struck in the facé by a flying stone, 
which put him out of the race. 

Rain fell when the competitors had 
covered only about half the course, and 
conditions were made very difficult. Only 
six of the nineteen starters finished the 
course of 310 miles. 

The winner was Campari (Maserati), 
whose time was ó hours 48 mins. 45 secs. — 
an average speed of 131.143 kilometres per 
hour (approximately 82 m.p.h.). Etancelin 
(Alfa-Romeo) finished second in ó hours 
49 mins. 37 secs., with an average speed 
of 130.648 k.p.h.; and G. E. T. Eyston 
drove with great skill over the difficult 
course to finish third, a lap behind 
Etancelin. 

The best lap speed was recorded by 
Campari, who covered the 15th lap at the 
“record ” average speed of 149.518 kilo- 
metres per hour. After being re- 
fuelled, Campari’s car was pushed by two 
mechanics ; this is against the rules. After 
the race, however, the committee decided 
to let the result stand, but Campari was 
fined 1,000 francs.
